TRAFFIC IN OPIUM. 


BEING CONTINUED ON AN 
IMMENSE SCALE. 


LEAGUE INTERVENTION. 


Geneva, Yesterday. 

The League of Nations Central 
Opium Board of publicity and pro- 
paganda has failed to reduce ap- 
preciably the world traffic in opium, 
reported Mr, Lyall, the Chairman 
of the Opium Committee to the 
Council. ” 


He said that the traffic continued 
on am immense acale, and fatling 
other means the Board must use its 
powers to denounce the countries 
which ‘are in danger of becoming 
centres of the illicit, traffic. 


The report of the Board to the 
Council complains of certain coun- 
tries, some of whom have signed 
the Geneva Opium Convention, 
being slow in responding to its re- 
queat for information...

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| UNIQUE ACTION.: | GHASTLY MURDER. |" PEKING LIBEL. 


EURASIAN KILLED IN 
SINGAPORE. 


TERRIBLE INJURIES, 


Singapore, January 10, | 

Shortly after midnight last night 
nu brutal murder, involving the 
death of an elderly Lurasian, 
named G. E..Schotel, an employee 
of the Singapore Harbour Board, 
occurred at 85 Nelson Road. 

Mr. Schotel lived»b¥ himself in 
one of a tong of terraco 
houses, which are quartera for the 
Harbour Board employees. Tho 
partitions of the first floor being 
of wood, noises in the adjoining 
houses could easily be heard. 

Not many minutes after mid 
night a Chinese gentleman in the 
house adjoining was awakened by 
the noise of a scuffle and a few 
seconds later of a violent thumping 
partition and shouts of 
broke through 
the stillness of the night. 

Realising that something serious 
was happening the Chinese ran 
and informed the police at Kam- 
pong Bahru Division, which ts 
about 300 yards away. 

In a few minutes a sergeant and 
two constables came to the scene. 


: The hose was in complete dark: 


ness, but the police had powerful 
electric torches, One of the front 
windows was found wide open, but 
the front door was closed and 
bolted. 

A Ghastly Sight. 

Switching their .torches the 
Police were about to rush upstairs 
when a ghastly sight confronted 
them on the staircase. Halfway 
down the stairs lying on his back 
with his feet pointing downstairs 
was the  half-dressed — blood 
besmeared body of Mr. Schotel. 

He was breathing his last, and 

was not able to speak. .An am- 
bulance was quickly summoned but 
Mr.Schotel -died-before -the-vehicle 
arrived, 
* Blood was gushing from a ter- 
rible knife wound, which severéd 
part of the neck and the left jaw 
bone. A broken off lamp was 
found a few feet from Mr. Schotel’s 
There were bloodstains on 
the bed and all over the floor lead- 
ing to the staircase, : 

The wooden partition was also 
bespattered with blood. A large 
sharp bloodstained knife was found 
in front of theopen window down- 
tairs and suggested how the mur- 
derer made his eacape. 

A Mystery. | 

“At present ‘the “murder is a 
mystery. Apparently nobody saw 
the murderer enter or leave the 
house. The knife igs the only clue 
the Police possess. The blood- 
Btained bed and the fact that Mr. 
Schotel was wearing a singlet and 
a sarong and the hour of the night 
suggest that the victim was asleep 
when attacked. 

Besides the wound on the neck, 
Mr. Schotel’s left index finger was 
almost severed, He probably 
sustained it in attempting to ward 
off a blow, : j 
He was probably running for 
help after the attack when he col- 
Iapsed on tho ataircase. Mr. 
Schotel was fifty-five years old and 
fairly heavy man, As far as can 
be ascertained 'no cash or valuables 
are missing and none of the trunks 
Was ‘opened.

Fog Blanketed 
Navigation. 


REDUCING DANGER. 


A “Fog Bye” Is the latest instru- 
ment invented for fog blanketed 


marine navigators, and it {s hoped 


that ultimately it will also ald air 
pilots. 

It is claimed that it will reduce 
to disappearing point the danger of 
collisions at sea, and will also add 
to the facility of a ship for picking 
out signals blotted out by fog. 

It is due to the patient investiga- 
tions of Mr. Paul, Humphrey Mac- 
Neil, ‘an architect of Huntingdon, 
Long Island, that this new davice 
is to be available. 

‘ The apparatus consists of two 
sets of instruments which may be 
compared with modern radio broad- 
casting units, one a receiver or de- 
tector, the other a projector. The 
projector throws out directional 
beams of Infra red rays—the in- 
visible rays of light—and the other 
catches or records them, just ag a 
radio receiver in the home picks 
music and speech out of the air. 

Amplifying Relays. 

The detector element (it is ex- 
plained in the New 
while similar in principle to the 
delicate thermocouples used by 
astronomers in the measurement of 
the radiation of heat from distant 
stars, is placed in a vacuum and the 
infra-red, rays are received through 
a window of fluorite.: The detector 
thus ‘developed functions in less 
than a tenth of a second. 

Combined with the detector are 
special amplifying relays, automatic 
Bignailing and recording instru- 
ments which give a visible and 
audible record, announcing that the 
detector has picked up an Infra-red 
beam from one of the projectors, 

All ships, lghtships, Hghthouses, 
channel buoys and similar units 
equipped with the projector’ can 
warn navigators in befogged arena 
of thelr presence, and any ship 
‘equipped with the = receiving 
er detecting device can pick 
up the signal and veer off 
its course to avold — colll- 
ston, The infra-red rays will 
plerce dense fogs that would blan- 
ket or smuggle the beame of even 
the most powerful ordinary Hght 
beacon. ; 

The greatest accomplishment of 
the invention, according to Mr. 
MacNeil, {a its ability to give 
accurate information to foghound 
pilots concerning other moving 
ships or the proximity of dangerous 
shoals, narrows or other hazards, 
And the information comes as ‘an 
automatic warning that the pilot 
can see -and hear. It tells from 


‘which direction the warning signal 


is coming, and by triangulation he 


.|can tell exactly where the danger 


lies, : 

As the device actuates at definite 
intervals, Mr. MacNeil adds, it also 
gives the added information .as to 
whether the source from which the 
infra-red algnala are projected ta 
stationary or moving. In addition 
the pilot can, by, calculation, judgo 
the speed of the warning unit and 
can regulate his movements accord- 
fogly, even though hemmed in by 
obscuring mist, to avoid collision. 

Tho ‘projector operates somewhat 
like a telograph instrument or wire- 
fess transmitter in that {t sends the 
infra-red beams in dots and dashes; 
but It has the added advantage of 
automatic operation and reduces the 
dangers inherent in human fallibil- 
ity. ‘Carefully tended at regular 
intervals it will always be on the 
alert-in the fog to’ sive its, anos

STOCK ‘EXCHANGE 
SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


London, Nov. 28, 

It fs a somewhat puzzling fact

Fine ‘Adlilevemeitt at 
Wallsend. 


The Jaunch of H.M.S. Brilliant at 
Wallsend, a8 has. been reported, 
complete in every detail “and oven 
with smoke issuing from the fun- 
nels,” has followed closely upon 
that of the South African dredger 
Springbok at Port Glasgow with 
machinery on board and steam up, 
and is In some respects a more re- 
markable achievement, for the fine 
Unes of a destroyer complicate con- 
siderably the problem of support- 
ing the extra weight of equipment, 
whereas the additlonal supports 
can be well distcibuted under the 
flat bottom of a dredger, says the 
Journal of Commerce, : 

Tyne and’ Clyde may, therefore, 
justly plume themselves on the suc’ 
cessful accomplishment of feats 
somewhat uncommon In shipyard 
routine. In justice, however, to the 
progressive spirit of other ship- 
building centres, it ia worth 
-nothing that the exceptional char- 
ficter of these two launches ia 
a matter of scale rather than of 
principle, for both Thames and 
Mersey have prior claims upon the 
attention of shipping historians in 
thie reapéct. 

Other Noteworthy Events. 

On Empire Day, | 1906, . the 
Thornyeroft yard at Chiswick ‘put

The principals are General 
Rinka Trust, Ltd. but working in 
conjunction with them is the 
National Sporting Club. 

The plan is to construct im- 
mediately large covered sta- 
diums in London, Nottingham, 
and Southampton, and to pro- 

‘ ceed at a little later date with 
the building of similar bowls in 

Dublin, Liverpool, Manchester, 

Glasgow, Birmingham, Cardiff 

‘and other centres. : 

Work on the London stadium, 
which will be at Earl’s Court, will 
begin at once. More than two 
tundred men will be engaged, and 
they will be kept employed for 
twenty-four hours a day until the 
middle of January, when the place 
will be opened. =. 


Ambitious Scheme. 

The main, project of General 
Rinks Trust is to promote indoor 
ikating and ice-hockey on a scale 
never before attempted in any 
country except America 
Canada. 

When all the atadiums are in 
use a new ice-hockey league will 
be formed, and, if necessary, 
famous players from America and 
Canada will be brought to this 
country to play in matches ‘and 
to give instruction to British ex- 
ponents. aac 

The Earl's Court Stadium will 
accommodate 11,000 people for 
ice hockey and 18,000 for box- 
ing, but the present arrange.

The National Sporting Club, 
whichis now temporarily quarter- 
ed,in Soho, London, has been given 
thé sole franchise for boxing in 
aj] the stadiums, here and abroad.

AMAZING TOUCH | 


{By "Spot Ball.") 


The match between Lindrum and 
M‘Conachy, which comes to an end 
at Thurston's Hall, Leicester 
Squar2, will figure — promin- 
ently in the annals of billiards as, 
perhaps, the most remarkable ever 
seen, not only because it afforded 
the Australian the opportunity of 
compiling a world’s record break, 
but also’ for the stupendous effort 
he made to pull the, game round in 
his favour, and further, on account 
of the wonderfully successful tactics 
employed by M'Conachy. Success- 
ful to a point, that is, for when 
Lindrium did “see tho balls, as he 
so whimsically describes his strik- 
ing of form, the New Zealander had 
the misfortune to sit and witness 
the ateady destruction of the ap- 
parently impregnable position he 
had built up in'the first week. 

Dour Determination. 

Down to the halfway stage, the 
tussle between the two famous 
players aroused the enthusiasm of 
all who were privileged to witness 
It. M‘Conachy’s dour determina- 
tion, his cautious but extremely 
accurate execution, and his well- 
conceived safety devices, entirely 
subjugated hia brilliant rival, and 
at the end of the sixth day, Lind- 
rum had wiped off only 108 of the 
7,000 start he originally conceded. 
He was obviously “on his toes,” and 
frequently displayed slight irrita~ 
tion, but the week-end break restor- 
ed his equanimity, and without ac- 
complishing anything out of 
the, ordinary, he. succeeded in 
kaceking 1,600 off his arrears, con- 
sistency being the keynote of his 
play. This achievement proved to 
be the precursor of Lindrum's re- 
cord-breaking performance, | by 
ineans of which he completely alter- 
ed the aspect of the game. 

‘ _ Sensational Play. - 

He held possession of the table 
for the whole of the afternoon 
session, M‘Conachy looking on with 
dismay, and continued for eighty 
niinutes in the evening while com+ 
piling the sensational and unpre- 
cedented number of 3,905 points in 
one break. Lindrum amazed every- 
body last season when -he made a 
record of | 3,262 against Wille 
Smith, and then only the 3,304 ¢s- 
tablished by the veteran spot stroke 
player, W. J. Peall, against the late 
C. Dawson, at the old Westminster 
Aquarium so long as forty years 
ago, remained for him to conquer. 
This computation is, of course, ex- 
cluding vhe huge runs made by the 
freakish “anchor” and “pendulum” 
atrokes, .and very few people 
thought Peall’s figures would ever 
be eclipsed, even by Lindrum, al-. 
though he had expressed the belief 
that he would, in due course, be abla 
to make a 6,000. break. In 
view of his ‘marvellous achieve- 
ment however, one becomes more 
than ever convinced that It {s im- 
possible to attempt to estimate the 
ultimate possibilities of the Aus-

: Eye Trouble. 

It was a magnificent perform: 
ance, and one which‘only.a man of 
perfect constitution and’ phyalcal 
fitness could be expected to ‘accom- 
plish. As he reeled off hundred 
after hundred in the afternoon, in 
a smoke-laden atmosphere, faced by 
the absolute necessity .of doing 
something “big” in order to better 
hia precarious position, wonder was 
expressed at the. accuracy. with 
which Lindrum madé his points. *

Ina little more than 
half-an-hour he ‘hed 3,000 on the 
board, and a quarter of an hour 
later, loud cheering greeted the an- 
nouncement that he had surpasaed 
Peall’s long-standing record, writes 
"Spot Ball’ in The Evening Dis- 
patch. ‘ : 
. In no way perturbad, Lindrum 
went on and on and although his 
progress became somewhat slower 
owing to the adverse running of the 
balls, it jwas not until eighty 
minutes had elapsed that: he broke 
down. The ending of the break 
was somewhat unfortunate, the loss 
of the object white compelling him 
ultimately to set up a double baulk, 
but Lindrum admits he was partly 
responsible for the circumstance 
which led up to-it. In trying for a 
middle pocket loser off the red, he 
accidentally skimmed the . object 
white which was resting close by 
and got a cannon instead of the 
stroke he intended, this spoiling his

and 659, a total of 1,127, no fewer 
than 2,254 of the 3,905 points thus 
being scored by this means. There - 
was, however, no suggestion.’ of. 
monotony at’ any . period of the 
break, a statement which is well 
understood by those close observers _ 
who are able to realise the number 
of different . strokes ' necessary to 
keep the balls in position for a long 
run of cannons, = 

During the day Lindrum scored 
4,116 to M'Conachy’s 119, and 
consequently’ secured 2 useful 
handicap advantage which ‘ho 
Yroceeded ‘to enhance. “Main- 
taining ‘his form amazingly, 
Llndrum had brenks . of 952 and 
1,627, among others and at tho 
three-quarter stage he was actually 
leading by 1,688, having, in six, 
‘scasions, scored 10,153 points to his 
-opponent’s 1,678—an almost {re 
credible achievement. 

- Referee’s Ordeal. ; 

Lindrum was, naturally, the re- 
cipient of a host of congratulatory 
telegrams from. all. parts’ of Bri- 
tain and from Australla, everybody 
who is anybody in the billiards 
world hastening to applaud his 
epoch-making effort, All the Bri- 
tish players, including Davis, New- 
‘man, Smith, and Stevenson, ex- 
pressed their appreciation, but pro-.

Amusing’ Afternoon’s 
Entertainment. 


“FOUR PENNY” ATMOSPHERE. 


[By 'P, Wagstaff.) 

Premierland, the Mecca of the 
East End's boxing! ‘fans, is to be 
converted into a motor garage. 
The general public may not be 
aware that Premierland was the 
aristocrat of East End boxing 
halls, to which ambitious youth 
literally fought, its way, from a 
number of amall and unpretentious 
rings which are scattered about 
that romantic .part of London 
which lies “East of Aldgate Pump.” 

It is usual for the contesta at 
these places to be staged on Sunday 
between 11.30 a.m. and 2.80 p.m. 

One of the most popular of these 
is Luke Doran's Palace. Here I 
found myself on a warm Sunday 
morning in company with some 200 
of the locals, although, the hall 
would have been more comfortably 
filled with. 120. : 
Conditions. 

The prices of admission varied 
from four-pence for a stand at the 
back of the hall to one and three- 
pence for an ex-cinema tip-up seat 
at the ring aide. The atmosphere 
and smoky to begin 
with, and, as the attendants were 
kept busy with orders for apples, 
potato crisps and: chewing gum be- 
tween the bouts, the general mel- 
lowness showed a tendency to in« 
crease, 

The M.C. had “personality” and 
several large assistants, so that, 
although the proceedings were 
sometimes uproarious, the dis- 
cipline of the ring was kept at an 
extremely high level. 


The Programme. 

The combined ticket-programme 
was interesting and descriptive,

DRUGS.

Report of Geneva Opium 
Board. 


Drug addiction has its changing 

fashions, according to the draft 
report of the Permanent Central 
Opium Board to the: League Coun- 
ell, 
This report, which was discussed 
at the public mecting of the Board 
on October 18 gives statistics show- 
ing that the production of various 
morphine drug addicta is now 
rapidly declining mainly owing to 
the activities of the League of 
Nations. : 

The manufacture of diacetymor- 

phine last: year .was, for Instance, 
60 per cent. lower than the annual 
average for the preceding ‘four 
years, There was also a decrease 
of 16 per cent. in the manufacture 
of cocaine with’ a very, slight de- 
crease in the production | of Tior- 
vhine, 
' But any hope raised by an ex- 
amination of these’ figures is dis- 
pelled by a study of the figures for 
the manufacture of drugs not 
covered by the Geneva Opium Con- 
vention. The fashions in the use 
of drugs are largely due to the 
pressure of changing circumstances 
governing their control. 

The report considera that whilat 
the danger to the world from eaters 
of morphine has greatly diminish- 
ed, other similar dangers will 
arise. 

A New Substance. 

The advent of the new substance 
known as “acedicone,” which is now 
obtainable in almost every country, 
well illustrates this. ‘The League 
health committee has advised the 
Opium Board that acedicone is as 


great a danger to humanity as-any |. 


of the drugs specifically mentioned 
in the Geneva Convention.’ Its grip 
of addicts ia tenacious and its 
effects are terrible. Yet the League 
is at present unable to combat-this 
new evil because the drug is not in 
the Convention. 

The ‘Opium Board  decid- 
ed to examine this subject 
thoroughly at its next session and 
acedicone. will eventually be placed 
on the black list of narcotic drugs. 
Whon that moment arrives acedi- 
cone will decline in popularity and 
a fresh drug free from League 
restraint will: be pat upon tha | 
market. 

It ia in connection ; with drugs 
that are not covered by the. opium 
convention that the Opium Board 
‘finds such great difficulty io getting 
‘the necessary information from 
Governments. Great Britain is a 
notable exception and has given the 
Board the ‘most complete informa- 
tion possible. | 

Tho Opium Board is not at all 
satisfied with the statistics sup- 


plied by different Governments as |

SECRECY IN AIR 
TRAGEDIES. 


Protest by Guild of 
Pilots. — 


Outspoken criticism of official 
reticence as to the cause of air 
accidents was made at the first an- 
gual meeting “in London of the 
Guild of Air Pilots and Air Naviga- 
tors. : 

Many of the Guild’ most dis- 
tinguished members, among them 

Air-Vice-Marshal Sir W. Sefton 
Brancker, Squadron-Leader E. L. 
Johnston, Lt-Comdr. Atherstone, 
“Mr. Giblett, and Lt.-Col, G. Li P. 
Henderson, were lost in.the R101 
disaster, the Meopham crash, and 
other accidents this year. Rofer- 
ring,to these, Capt. A. G. Lamplugh, 
treasurer of the Guild, said: 

“This year has witnessed a 
‘series of disasters and fatalities 
which will be pretty hard to beat, 
particularly in the case of the 
Meopham disaster, where, besides 
the loss of eminent public people, 
we lost a valuable friend in Col. 
Henderson, ona of the stoutest- 
hearted pilots in this country. 

' “J doubt whether any accurate 
cause for this accident will ever 
be known. I say this with all due 
deference to the body now sitting 


| to investigate the cause of the 


crash who deserve our sympathy in 
their. difficult taal. 
“Blame The Pilct.” 

“The lack -of any tangible 
evidence as to the cause is very 
disturbing from our point of view. 
The Air Ministry, in their wisdom, 
have said that the reports of 
ordinary accident Investigation 
shall not be published.:~ 

“In the case of the R101 the 
fullest public inquiry is being 
made, « 


information is given to the public, 
and the Guild feel that it is in the 
interests of aviation generally and 
of the public that the official find- 
ingg should,be made known. 

“{t has been the most natural 
thing inthe world to blame, the 
pilot. One hears on all sides that 
such and such an: accident was 
caused through an error of judg- 
ment on the part of the pilot. If 
this is clearly proved before a 
court of pilots we should accept 
responalbility in full measure, but 
} 1 wonder how many. people outside 


ourselves realise that in a given|- 


set of circumstances it is impos- 
sible to.avold an accident. * 
:‘“Only the experienced pilot is 
qualified to give an - independent 
opinion, and he.{s practically never’, 
consulted.” :

The report of the Federal Struc 
ture Committee indicates some

An important pronouncement by 
Mr. MacDonald on the policy of the 
Government with regard to the 
future consititution of India is ex- 
pected this afternoon. 

The final report of the Minori- 
ties Sub-Committee recommends 
that the conference register aon 
opinion favouring the desirability 
of agreement upon the claims made, 
and that negotiations. should be: 
continued between the representa- 
tives concerned, with a request that 
the reault of their efforts be report- 
ed to those engaged in the ‘next 
stage of the negotiations. It adds | 
that the minorities and depressed 
elagses wera definite in asserting 
they could not consent to any self-. 
governing constitution unless -their 
demands were met in a reasonable 
manner. 

Delegates’ Opinions: 

At the Round Table Conference 
Plenary session, Mr. MacDonald ap- 
pealed to twenty delegates down tu 
apeak to withdraw their names, in 
view of the shortness of time, A 
number did so. 

‘Then the Maharajah of Patiala 
resumed the general discussion, 
He emphasised that the Princes 
could only federate with British In- 
dia, which was self-governing. 

Mrs, Subbarayan urged that wo- 
men must be given a full oppor- | 
tunity to contribute thelr service if j 
India wore to také her rightful 
place among modern nations. * 

Lord Poet said the outstanding | 
fact of the conference had been 
the great change of opinion that 
had brought 1 conception of 
Federal India to the state of 
reality. He said the future at- 
titude of the Conservatives would 
depend upon complete equality of 
treatment being granted to British 
traders and British trade, as to 
which he’ was surprised to see re- 
servations made In some quarters. 

Lord Reading said the Liberals 
supported the policy of conferring 
reaponsibility at the centre, provid- | 
ed the safeguards were adequate, 
and after listening to the debates. 
they saw no reason to change this’ 
attitude.—Rentex, '
